The Status of Plans Report for June is more inclusive and 
accurate than previous reports, In the future, every effort will 
be made to see that all projects are reported and the information 
is up to date, 

We are presently preparing a procedure for monitoring the 
Status of Plans Report. A consultant or office will be advised 
to give particular attention to a project when it becomes 8 weeks 
behind its een date. When this lag becomes 16 weeks, a new 
diagram will be required together with an explanation of the reason 
for the delay in the project. 

We also intend to send every consultant and office a copy of 
only their projects as reported on the master report. We feel this 


will increase the accuracy of the monthly information. . 


Computer utilization during May and June averaged 187 and 178 
hours respectively. 

We have completed 90% of the programming required for computer 
handling of our Supplementary Specifications. We also now have 
Division 1 through 9, excluding Sections 2 and 3, punched, verified, 
proofread and on the disk.

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Volume Counts and Vehicle Classification 


Manual control classifications counts and seasonal control 
machine counts proceeded as scheduled. We now have only six 
enumerators instead of the twelve which we should have. Because 
of this and the increase in the demand for intersection counts 
we were only able to get about 35% of the classification counts 
this month. If the shortage of enumerators continues we cannot 


make the necessary classification or loadometer counts. 


In addition, we made 13 intersection counts and 317 twenty-four 
hour blanket machine counts. We have sent copies of the Speed 
Check Survey and the 1964 Traffic Volume Map to the Bureau of 
Public Roads.

Safety 


The new specifications covering the use of flasher lights 
has now been distributed to all engineering sections in the

Files and Records 


The work of the Central Files section was kept up to date 
during the month. The records management group continued work 
on weeding out and preparing for microfilming the records of 
the Federal Aid Primary System. These records date back 

more than 40 years and permission has been granted to destroy 
all but a few important documents previous to the last 10 
years. These records have been found in bundles, boxes and 
file cabinets and when the project is completed, 90% of the 


previous space used will be saved. 


During the month, another 200 boxes of IBM cards were sold for 
scrap and 56 boxes of Accounting records were sent to low-cost 
storage until time for destruction, Work on re-arranging the

EMPLOYEE TRAINING 


The Right of Way Negotiator and Investigator School is 
being conducted at the New Jersey State Police Headquarters 
in West Trenton, New Jersey. Twenty-five employees of the 
Division of Right of Way Acquisitions and Titles and one 
observer from the Examination Division, Department of Civil 
Service, are attending this twenty-day school in basics of 
right of way appraising, negotiation, and investigation. 
Attached is a schedule. Trainees are expected to complete 
the school on July 2, 1965, and thereafter will be assigned 
to District Offices. It is hoped, through training such as 
this, that these men will be fully productive in several weeks 


instead of the usual six months to a year. 


Maintenance Laborer Training. Mr. Paul L. DeHaas, of 
The Training Section, recently conducted a field survey of 
some of the Maintenance Trainees. This group is mainly drawn 
from disadvantaged youth and is functioning under a Manpower 
Development Training Act grant for a twelve-week training 
period. Those satisfactorily completing the training are 
employed im permanent capacities.

SUPERVISORY TRAINING 


Management I. (Management and Supervisory Principles ead 
Practices.) Eighteen Highway Department employees and two 
observers from the Treasury Department completed the thirty- 
hour Basic Management Course this month. Pretesting of 
trainees at the beginning of the course indicated a ranking of 
30% on a national average. Testing of the employees at course 
conclusion showed a 63% rating on the national level, indicating 
a 33% increase in management and supervisory knowledges.

Photographic Section 


A total of 673 black and white prints, 17 reprints, 85 color prints, 
were processed, requiring 25 rolls of black and white film, two rolls

A total of 12 field assignments were completed, including photographs 
of Governor's Day at the World's Fair. An assignment was completed 
concerning the low-level lighting experiment on Route 3. The Main 
Street relocation dedication at Route 280 also was photographed.

Trenton, July 12 - State Highway Commissioner Palmer announced that 25 new em- 
ployees of its Right-of-Way Division graduated from its school for Right-of-Way 


Negotiators early this month. 


Commissioner Palmer said the course of study developed by the Highway Department 
closely follows the outline recommended by the Educational Committee of the 
American Association of State Highway Officials. Instructors were drawn from 
the Departmental staff, university and industrial sources, and the American 


Institute of Real Estate appraisers. 


He further stated, "The Highway Department's School for Right-of-Way Negotiators 
is unique in that it is the only one of its kind, and, in our opinion, nowhere 


else is such a complete course of Right-of-Way instruction to be found. 


Commissioner Palmer explained that, "although the Division is in the road 
building business and not the field of education," it must, in order to meet 


its personnel needs, conduct both introductory and advanced courses. 


"Since professionally trained personnel are simply not available in the number 
or degree of excellence required," he continued, "we must seek out the best 
people and train them to meet the high standards of operations demanded by the 


State of New Jersey and the Federal Bureau of Public Roads." 


Palmer said this was the first of a number of such classes to be schooled in a 
continuing program. As fast as qualified persons are recruited, instruction 


classes will function.

Trenton, July 9 - The New Jersey State Highway Department today reported to 
Mayor James We Kelly, Jr. that East Orange will be spared the hazard and dis-~ 


comfort of having 350,000 cubic yards of dirt piled within its city limits. 


To mark this happy turn of events connected with the construction of Interstate 
Route 280 in the City, State Highway Commissioner Dwight Re G. Palmer and Mayor 
James VW. Kelly, Jr. will watch the first truckloads of dirt move out of the city 


Monday morning from a work site near Main Street and the Garden State Parkway. 


Originally, Commissioner Palmer said, nearly 800,000 cubic yards of dirt to be 
excavated from the area around the interchange for Route 280 and the Parkway 
were to be stockpiled until December 1. Then, he added, the dirt mountains 

were to be trucked to an Interstate Route 78 excavation project in the swampland 


beside Newark Airport. 


At the instigation of Mayor Kelly, recent studies by Highway engineers revealed 
that some sections of the Route 78 project near Haines Avenue in Newark, will 
not have to be excavated if they are compacted by pressure from the top. Hence 
the feasibility of the moving of the East Orange material in July instead of 


December. 


Mayor Kelly welcomed the speed-up in the dirt removal, remarking that dirt piles 
are a hazard for children. He added that dust blowing from the piles, and their 


general unsightliness also would have added to the discomfort of the residents.

Commissioner Palmer added that the chances of any dirt being stockpiled in the 
Arlington Avenue-Grove Street area are slim. Removal of the 350,000 yards will

This is another instance of the benefit to the citizenry of East Orange, of the 
close cooperation of the Highway Department with the Chief Executive of East 


Orange. 


There are presently two major Route 280 construction projects underway in East 
Orange.

Trenton, June 25 = The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced bids 


will be received July 16 on an Interstate Route 278 project in Union County. 


Work on the 0.012 mile project will consist of construction of a bridge to carry 
the freeway over Park Avenue in the City of Linden and a bridge to carry re- 


located Brunswick Avenue over the roadways of the superhignway. 


A prior project, worth $291,000, which is now underway, covers construction of 
a dualized approach roadway extending from Bayway Avenue in Elizabeth southward 
to the Goethals Bridge. This approach roadway will permit free movement of 
traffic to and from the bridge during future construction of the interstate 


route between the bridge and Route U.S. le 


Two lanes of traffic are now carried in each direction to and from the Goethals 


bridge = eastbound on Bayway Avenue and westbound on Richmond Street. 


Future construction will provide three lanes for westbound traffic with exits 


at Trenton Avenue, Brunswick Avenue and Bayway Avenue. 


And three lanes of eastbound traffic from the Bayway Avenue - Brunswick Avenue 


intersection to the eastbound lanes of the bridge. 


Intersection improvements under future contracts will permit free movement of 


traffic at Bayway Avenue, Brunswick Avenue, Richmond Street and Trenton Avenue.

All work is aimed toward the eventual construction of a 1.5 mile long freeway 
curving west and south from the approaches to the Goethals Bridge to a junction 
with Route U.S. 1 just south of the Staten Island Rapid Transit Lines in the 


area of the Bayway Refinery of the Standard Oil Company of New Jersey. 


The bridges to be built under the contract advertised today will enable traffic 
on Park Avenue and on Brunswick Avenue to move without interference during 


future work on the mainline roadways of Route 278. 


During construction of the bridges, traffic will be maintained on Park Avenue. 


Minor interference may be expected during the hours when traffic is at a minimum. 
No interference to traffic on Brunswick Avenue is expected.

The State Highway Department today annownced that specifications 
for higher illumination battery operated flasher lights have been 


adopted. 


Two years ago, a Department Safety Section spokesman said, the use 

of battery operated flashers at construction sites was banned, 

and contractors utilized kerosene pot flares or other electric light. 
This action was taken as it was found that there were not enough 


safety lights, and they were of insufficient brilliance. 


The new specifications call for more lights at construction jobs, 
higher intecsity of the flashers, and 2). hour maintenance while 


construction is underway. 


Any manufacturer of "flashers", such as used in state highway con- 
struction, prior to qualifying as an approved source of supply, must 
submit a certified laboratory test report showing the lights 

have the proper brilliance and other essential factors. A working 


sample of approved lights is kept on file in Department headquarters.

British Surveyors Tour 
Trenton, June 21 - Historic roads which once resounded to the twang of Welsh 
bowstrings and the clash of Scottish claymores face another step in centuries- 
long "modernization" following a tour of New Jersey highways by two top-level 


British engineers. 


Lite Col. E. W. We. Richards of Flintshire, Wales, and Mr. W. A. Paterson of 
Renfrewshire, Scotland, who spent a week with the State Highway Department, 
pointed out that the roads of Great Britain have been steadily improved to 
serve changing traffic needs since the day of the Roman chariot. But they 
said further improvements are required by voracious demands of the modern 
motorcar which surpass anything known before in the long history of their 


Island. 


The two engineers said they selected New Jersey for their study of a modern 
highway system because this State is now experiencing the traffic volumes 


anticipated in future years for Great Britain. 


The visit to New Jersey was part of a nationwise tour by a group of English, 
Irish, Scotch and Welsh members of the County Surveyors Society of the United 
Kingdom. The tour, sponsored by the American Association of State Highway 
Officials, started with a White House visit. Then Col. Richards and Mr. Paterson 
came to New Jersey for a six day survey study which included detailed examination 
of specifications, techniques and costs of major road and bridge building, and 


traffic engineering.

Col. Richards explained that in Britain there is no highway department, as 
suche Each County handles road work through its Surveyors who are the 


equivalent of our State Highway ingineer. 


Highway Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer greeted the travelers on their arrival 
at Department headquarters in Trenton. They also discussed highway matters 
with State Highway Engineer James R. Schuyler; Assistant Director and Chief 
Engineer, Division of Roads Design and Construction, Edgar ¥Y. Corson; State 
Aid Assistant Engineer George A. Kraus; and George J» Collins, Federal Aid 


Secondary ingineer. 


The survey tour included a trip along the Bergen-Passaic Expressway (Interstate

The device consists of a loop of 

insulated wire which is buried in the highway pavement. Connected to 

an amplifying system, it can operate a signal light or traffic counter 

by means of a special circuit. The installation and maintenance of 

this new electro-magnetic device is much simpler and less expensive than 


the more common pad type most drivers are familiar with. 


The Highway Department!s Testing Laboratory performs services for other 
government bureaus in addition to the multiplicity of tests it makes 


for highway construction and maintenance. 


The Treasury Department Bureau of Purchase and Property asked the Lab

The amount set aside for each municipality represents the State's 
share in the total cost of an approved municipal project. The State 
share may be up to 90%. Subsequent construction plans are reviewed 
by the State Highway Department which also checks materials and con-
